the weather. Tho pebbles are about the 
Bizo of hazelnuts and are generally 
opaque. The presence of green pebblea 
is considered a good sign by tho native 
miner.*.—Mining and Kngineorip,?.

amount of good for the CUIHR of bimetal- 
lism, by distributing free coinage litera- 
ture, ; uboidizing the press in different 
sections of the country, and sending out 
lecturers to educate the people upon thif 
subject. 
Agitation and education is 


what is novded. 
Dissipate the fallacies

the goklbugs and l«t light in upon the 
question, that the whole or a majority of 
the people can see aud understand it ar 
it is, and all the powers of the Roths- 
childs and 'Wall street could not prevent 
the restitution of silver to the place it 
occupied previous to 1873, without blood- 
shed following.

next House of Representatives on the fill, 
ver question. He reports tbat a free coin- 
age bill will have little chance in that body. 
On a conservative count not less than 194 
members can be relied upon to vote on the 
honest money side, leaving only 132 to go 
the other way. By these figures there will 
be at the lowest a clear majority of 32 
against free coinage. This is good news. 
If tbe next House shows BO wide a margin 
on the sound side, there ought to be a 
pretty sure chance of bringing it to vote 
for the repeal of the noxious provisions oi 
tbe silver law, unless, indeed, tbe present 
Congress anticipates such action during 
tbe coming short session. 


As regards free coinage itself, even if 


the majority turned in ita favor, there 
would be no danger of the enactment of a 
bill.

Erstwhile Comstockers who 


have wandered forth into other regions of 
this fair land very frequently develop into 
capable liars, and if Kettle Bailey is re- 
sponsible for tbe biography of himself pub- 
lished in this article, be is Unquestionably 
as gifted as any of bis compatriots who 
have gone before* him. 


The article states that Mackay, Fair, 


Sharon and Jones staked Brown with grub 
to go on a prospecting tour, tbat be dis- 
covered th« celebrated "California" mine 
of this place on the trip, and tbat they all 
became equal partners in tbe mine, which 
was valued at $5,000,000 at tbat timf. The 
article explains how Brown lost his in- 
terest in the mine as follows: 


"Brown wua always a sport: so were his 


partners. 
One evening in 1874 be and his 


four partners met in a room in tbe Inter- 
national Hotel in Virginia City. 
One of 


tbe party suggested a game of 'draw.' 
That settled it, 
'Praw' had to come and 


it came pretty swift as tbe sequel will show, 
At first the stakes were not large—a dollar 
ante and $100 limit. But as the game pro- 
greased the ante was raised to $10 and the 
limit knocked out of eight. Presently Mr. 
Brown picked up three jacks; he raised the 
ante $1,000. Jim Fair paused out, so did 
Mr. Jones. Mackay saw the raise on two 
pair. Sharon covered the raise on a pair 
of kings and then they drew cards. 
Brown 


picked up his two draw cards and bet 
$1,000. 
M&okay raised it f JO.QOO and 


Sharon mada it good. Brown thvn came 
back at them and saw the raise and ele- 
vated the pot to the extent of his share in 
tbe California mine. In a voice that was 
tremulous with excitemeat Mackay an- 
nounced tbat he would 'see it.1 feiharon, 
cool as an iceberg, simply said, ;'I'm 
thar.' 


" 'Four, jacks,' said Brown. 
"Sharon looked inquiringly at Mackay. 


'That beats me,' said the latter, throwing 
down three qneena and a pair of eights, 


" 'I have four kings,' said Sharon, 'and 


I guess I own three-fifths of the Califor- 
nia.' 


"After this Brown and Mackay drew out 


of the game, but Sharon, Jones and Fair 
continued to play until daybreak. Just 
us the golden haze of approaching day 
swept over the mountain peaks Sharon be- 
came sole owner of the mine on a band. 
Maokay, Fair, and Jonei afterward became 
part owners of tbe mine by purchase from 
Fair, but Brown was never in it again."

Why Kata Are Dangeroos Passens*r». 
-A most remarkable instance of the 


mischief which the rat is capable of do- 
ing came to light during the proceedings 
of a naval conrt of inquiry held in Ail- 
gust, 1875, for the purpose of investigat- 
ing Ihe cause of the loss of the borl; 
Commodore of Hartlepool. The vcbsel, 
which waa burned at sea, bad been 
loaded with a cargo of timber, and the 
fire broke ont in the hold in a most mys- 
terious 
manner. It was eventually 


proved, on the evidence of the entire 
crew, that beyoud a shadow of donbt 
the outbreak was originated by a rat 
carryitjg off a lighted candle, which had 
Stood in the forecastle and was presently 
missed by the sailors, and dropping it 
among the dry and resinbus pine stowed 
below. 


The Shipping Gazette, in commenting 


upon this extraordinary ca?e at the time, 
and speaking of the danger generally of 
rats ou shipboard, paid that "they havo 
caused the foundering of many ships by 
gnawing holes in the planking or so eat- 
ing away the inner sides of the wood as 
to lea-ve'very little for the straining of 
the hnll to do in completing the aper- 
,nre; tlioy havo bern known to nibble 
;ho timber at the waterways until the 
wood was s-o thin as to admit rainwater 
through it: hey will attack the bungs 
of casks anil create leakage; find out the 
soft part* of the knees or lining, and 
make u posn.'ige for themselves from one 
part to another." So fully has the clon- 
jer of this now cnme to be recognized 
that such contingencies are generally 
provided for in the insurance of wooden 
built ships.— Chambers' Journal.
